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HOW THE HALL OF FAME WORKS 


Any person who has made an outstanding contribution to football in 
Australia shall be eligible to be nominated for the Australian Football 
Hall of Fame. 


There will be three categories involving ‘on the field’ and ‘off the field’ 
participants. Players must have been retired for a minimum of three 
years to be eligible, while all other candidates (coaches, referees, 
officials and media) are eligible at any time. P 


HALL OF CHAMPIONS/HALL OF HONOUR 


Awarded for eminent service or contribution in any area of soccer 
football activity. Outstanding performance on the playing field in an 
Australian representative capacity will be recognised in the Hall of 
Champions, while outstanding performance as an official or other 
non-playing capacity will be recognised in the Hall of Honour. This 
award will be the highest recognition which can be given for contribution 
to the growth and development of the game in Australia. 


MEDAL OF EXCELLENCE/ROLL OF HONOUR (Distinguished) 


This award recognises distinguished service or contribution which is 
above and beyond what would be expected of players and non-players. 
It recognises a player who has represented Australia at an international 
level on a significant number of occasions, or a non-player whose 
contribution has achieved national recognition. 


AWARD OF DISTINCTION/ROLL OF HONOUR (Meritorious) 


This award is made for outstanding service or contribution which 
is beyond what would be expected. It recognises those persons 
whose contribution has been selfless in the development of soccer in 
Australia from the grass roots level and who have earned admiration 
and respect for their contribytion.

Mori holds top position for the Socceroos in A internationals with 29 goals from Aloisi (27) 
and Kosmina and Abonyi (25) while Kosmina still holds the record for all Internationals 


with 42 goals from Abonyi (36), Graham Arnold (34) and Mori and Aloisi (29). 


Although starting later, the Matildas have been scoring their share with Cheryl 

Salisbury heading the A international list on 34 goals from Joanne Peters (28), Sarah ‘ 
Walsh, Kate Gill and Linda Hughes (24). The list is almost unchanged for all 
ticenatical goals with Salisbury (34), Sarah Walsh (30), Peters (29) and Gill (26).

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Cumberford and his brother David were the first brothers to be chosen in an 


Australian touring team and he was the first player to score a goal for Australia. 


The Cumberfords were in the inaugural Australian team to travel overseas when it 
toured New Zealand in 1922 with John scoring first in Australia’s opening 3-1 win 


over Wanganui at Wanganui on 27 May 1922. 


Australia’s first goal at international level was scored by William Maunder from the 
Northern NSW club of West Wallsend in the 3-1 First Test loss to New Zealand at 
Carisbrook Park, Dunedin on 17 June 1922.

But two of the greatest scorers - Alf Quill and Reg Date - never left home, preferring 


to remain with family and friends. 


Quill was born in the Sydney suburb of Ultimo in 1910 and started his major career at 


the age of 17 with four games for Pyrmont and four goals. 


He became a prolific scorer and his 868 goals from 1927 to 1949 is still an Australian 
record. His most successful season was in 1937 with Wallsend when he scored 78 


goals, a figure most teams find unable to reach with their total score. 


His scoring each season was never below double figures, apart from his opening 


spell with Pyrmont and he was never booked by a referee. 


Date was Newcastle-born and started his career with Plattsburgh primary school in 


1930 with a swag of 40 goals, finishing with 305 in all games up to the Under 18s. 


Between 1937 and 1953, he scored 664 goals in competition, including nine in one 


game, seven twice and six three times. 


His most productive years were 1937 when he scored 204 goals for Plattsburgh 
Under 18s and 1947 when he put away 72 for Sydney's Canterbury. In his career, 


including juniors and seniors, Date $cored a massive haul of 1,616 goals. 


Both players represented Australia in an era when internationals were few but there 
was never any doubt about theirscoring ability and the contern they caused to 


opposition teams, both local and overseas.
